That Maximilian of Austria will accept 
the crown ot Mexico seema now to be placed 
beyond any doabi. Tbe event will doabt- 
lasii asarciao • -var j. eooaiderabia ioflaanee 
OB «ha daatinioa of tbia oontinaat,. 

To Mexico it easaearoaly fail tor prere a 
vary great blessicff. Tba ohronhi aitarcby 
with which that country basao k>ng been 
rarsed baa inflicted such evils upon iU people 
that, while things may be made better, it is 
almost impossible they can b'^ made worse. 
If Maximilian should do nothing more th*n 
render life and property secore, he will do 
enough to entitle him to tiia laitiog grati- 
tude of Mexico. 

But. to render life and property 8ecare,it 
is naoeeatfy to ponieb offenders; and tO pan 
isb offatimra, ft is alwaya requisita to possess 
a faitbfbl poHea forea, and, in places where 
offenses are M> aerioos as in Mexico, a faith- 
fnl military force. Yet, to find stioh forces 
in Mexico is almost impossible. There the 
troops have been accustomed to form their 
own opinions on politics, and to enforce them 
with their swords It is not very likely that 
(bey wouM abandon this practice merely 
becanse an Austrian Prince bad become tbair 
mler. It is, therefore, almoat beyond a 
doubt, that, to enable Maximilian to enforce 
taw and order in Mexico, the presence of a 
foreign army is indi«pensable. and that this 
army must be Francb. is equally clear. Aos- 
tris is tba otily dtbar power from arbieb he 
could possibly expect it. That Austria 
could spare' thCinen is very donbtful, aod 
even supposing they ccnld be spared, it is 
pretty certain that neither its Reicbsratb — or 
PHrliament — nor tho Emperor Napoleon 
wouM permit it. We therefore a*snme that 
if Maximilian tecomes Emp«ror of Mexico, 
he will Im kept on his throne by French 
soldiers, under which circnmstanres he would 
be no more than the viceroy of Napoleon III. 
end this it is whicb renders bis aceession so 
significant. 

If Napoleon wfsbes toennaerra tbegroond 
thus gained there can be little doubt that he 
will not allow the Northern States to conquer 
tbe South; seeing in that case he would be 
exposed to an attack from the "Great Re- 
public," maddened by snccess, and furious 
at bis violation of the Monroe doctiine — 
Thus one result of the establiahment of tbe 
uew Mexican Empire will be, that even if 
tbe North is ableloeopqaar tbe Confederacy, 
it will not be allowed to ezareiae its ability. 
Maximilian in Mexico secQres Jefferson 
Duvi:j in KiclimODd. 

But besi'ies tending to establi.sh the 
Southern Confederacy, tba new Mexican 
Kmpire will largely incresse the power of 
Napoleon. Its defense will indeed draw 
away from Europe some of his troops, but in 
their stead he will gain Mexican recroits in 
probably grester numbers. Ths minee of 
Mexico be will use to fill bis coffers, its har- 
bors to sbalier bis fleela, and its oommerce 
to enrich French merebante and mabtifae- 
tareia. The country is nataraliy one of the 
richest :n the world, and if only decently 
govcriie;! will undoul)'e: ly , thro'.ijh its 
commt i ':e pour a flood of wealth into !*'rnnee, 
and if Napoleon should exact a farorai)l<s 
commercial treaty as tbq price of his recog- 
nizing the South, it is very possible that by 
these means [Trench commerce might be- 
come a much more aerions rWal to that of 
England than it is at present. 

Tbe geographical position of Ifexico, 
however, enormonsly increases its valae to 
any ambitions and enterprising ruler. "By 
seizing the Istbmns of D irien" said. Sir 
Walter Raleigh, *you will wre.si tlio keys of 
tbe world from Spain.' K g'.ince at tho 
map will convince any reflecting person of 
the truth of this prop"«it:on. Darieo stands 
itiidway between tbe Old and New World, 
commands a short-cut to Chin.i. the East 
Indies, Australia and tbe Pacific coast of 
Ameries. There esn Im little dovbt that, 
onUsa our Pacific Railroad Is built very 
qoick1>, tbe whole eommeree of America 
with Asia, will be turned into this ron'e. A 
canal across the Isthmus has been talked of 
almost since the lime when IVilbna fir.-^t 
crossed i', and its completion is by no meaiis 
lieyond the ranga of possibility. It is true 
that the Isthmus iti<elf is net in Mexico; bui- 
a routs can nevertheless l>e found within its 
lioundsries. and we may be sure that if Na- 
poleon desires tbe Istbmns. he will not silow 
tbe iosignificaot Siatea which stand in the 
way to stop him. 

This agaifi raises another eonsiderstion, 
which is. that every advantage which Mex- 
ico offers ffir commerce, it offera also for ag- 
gression. In possession of Mexico, Napoleon 
could swoop down upon Ausirali* many 
weeks before reinforcements could reach it 
aod in a like manner he coul'i a<snil C«lifor- 
nia, British Colnmbia or any of the E^ist In- 
-dta aattlemehls} liesides which, it offers to 
his view a nest tempting entorpriae, which 
we snspeet be meditates, and that Is to in- 
vade and conquer sll those States which once 
were Spanish America. Tbey are nearly all 
In as had a condition as was Mexico, and to 
bring them under one ruler would be an im- 
portant step in the union of the " Litin race " 

Such are some of the possibilities which 
tbe corqiiest of Mexico opens Wc may he 
sure that if Napoleon should think any of 
ihrm advantagaoQs, be will not omit to 
realise it. Scarcely any ruler ever con- 
aideied bissebemes more deeply than he. 
We may ba aare that bis iovssion of Mexico 
waa in pursoaOce of soma matured scheme, 
acd that this scheme be will exaente, onless 
something mora sdvantageoos shoald arise 
befoco bis iriaw.

From AH tbe Year Round. 

Sometime in the year 1850, a tobacco- 
planter In Soathern Georgia (Peirj Q. Oliver 
is his name)'hoaght a likely negro woman 
with some other field-hands. She was 
stoat, tongb-mpseled, willing, promised to 
bf a retiuiqerati^ servant; her baby, how- 
oVer, B poy • fear months bid, was only 
thrown in as a make-weight to the bargain, 
or rather becanse Mr. dliver would ootcoo- 
■snt to separate mother and child. Charity 
only coald have indiiced him to take tbe 
picaninny, in fact, for he was bat a lunip of 
black flesh txiro blind, and with tbe vacant 
grin of idiuoy, they thought, already stem p- 
ed on his face. The two slaves wire pur- 
chased, I believe, from a trader: it has been 
impossible, therefore, for me tO ascertain 
where Tom was born, or wbeb.' Georgia j 
field -bapds srs not accurate as Jatu in He- 
serving their genealogy; they dtf liok^^tusi- 
pate a Messiah. A a'bite man, you know, 
has that vague hope unconsciously latent in 
him that he is, or shnll give birth to the 
great man of bis race, n helper, a provider for 
the world's hunger; so he grows jealous with 
his blood; tbe dead grandfather may have 
presaged the pcwsible son; besides, it is a 
debt be owes to this comingSiiai to tell him 
whence be came. There are some classes, 
free and slave, out of whom society has 
crushed this hope; tbey have no clan, no 
family names among them, therefore. This 
idiot boy, eboeen by God to be anoi'ited 
with the holy chrism, is only ••Tom** — 
"Blind Tom," they call biro in all the South- 
ern States, with a kind cadence always, be- 
ing i>roud and fond of him, and yet— 
nothing but Tom! That is piti''al. Just a 
muahroom growth — unkinned, unexpected, 
not hoped for, for generations, owning no 
name to purify and honor and give away 
when he is dead. [lis mother, a', work to- 
day in the Oliver plantations, can never 
comprehend why her boy ia famous; this 
gift of God to him means aothing to her.— 
Nothing to bim, either, wbicb is saddest of 
sll; he is nnconseions, wears his crown as en 
idiot might. Whose fault is that? Deeper 
than slavery the evil lies. 

Mr. Oliver did his duty well to the boy, 
being an observant and kind mister. Tiie 
plantation was large, he.trtsome, faced tbe 
sun. swarmed with little black nrcbinsi with 
plenty to eat, and nothing to do 

All that Tom reqaired, as be fattened out 
of l>aby into iMyhood, was room in which to 
be warm, on the grass patch, or by the 
kitchen fires, to be stnpid, flabby, sleepy — 
kicked and pelted alternately by the other 
hands, lie had a habit of cr:\wling up on 
the porches ami verandahs of the mansion, 
aod squatting there in the sun, waiting for 
a kind word or touch from those who went 
in and out. lie seldom failed (o receive it. 
Southerners know nothing of the physical 
shiver of aversion with which even soma 
Abolitionists of the North touch the negro: 
so Tom, throogb bis very helplessness, came 
to be a sort of pet in tbefsmily, a playmate, 
oecasionslly, of Mr. 01ivef*s own infant 
children. The boy.crseping sbbat day sfter 
day in the hot lU'ht, was as repagnant sn 
object as the lizards in the neighboring 
swamp, and prumined to ba of as little use 
to bis master. He was of the lowest negro 
typo, from wliich only field-hands can be 
made — coal-black, with protrtidlng heals, 
the ape-jAw, blubber-lips, constantly open, 
the sightless eyes closed, and the head 
thrown far bacic 00 tbe shoulders, lying 00 
tbe back, in fact, a habit whiob he still re- 
tains, and which adds to the imbecile char- 
acter of the face. Until hs was seven years 
of .i;;e, Tom wa.^ regarded on the pl.intation 
tion as an idiot, not unjustly; for at the pres- 
ent time his judgment and reason rnnk but 
as that of a child four years old . lie show- 
ad a doglike affection for some members ol 
the household — a son of Mr. C>li var especial- 
ly — and a keen, nervons sensitiveness to 
the slightest blame or praise from them — 
possessed, too, a low, snimal irritsbility of 
tempsr, giving way to inarticalate yelps of 
rassion when provoked* That is all, so far; 
we find no other outgrowth of intellect or 
soul from the boy; just the same record as 
that of thousands of imbecile negro children. 
Generations of heathendom and slavery 
have drerlged tho inherited br»ins and tem- 
peraments of such children tolerablv clean 
of all traces of power or purity— palsied tho 
brain, hrntalized the nature. Tom appar- 
ently fared no better than his fellows. 

It was not antil 1857 tbst phonomensi 
powors latent in tbe boy were suddecly de- 
veloped, which ataiUped bim the anomaly 
heiflto-:day. 

One night, sometime in the snmmerof 
that year, Mr. Olivei's family were waken- 
ed by tho sound of music In the drawing- 
room — not only the simple airs, but tho 
moat difficult exercises usually played by 
his dsughters were repeated again and 
again, the touch of the musician being 
timid, but singularly true and delicate. 

Going down, they found Tom, who had 
been left asleep in the ball, seated at tbe 
piano. In an eestscy of delight, breaking 
out at tbe end of aaoh sncoesafal fogae into 
shouts of laughter, kicking his heels and 
clapping bis hands. This was tbe first time 
be bad touched tbe piano. Naturally, Tom 
becamo a nine days' wonder on the planta- 
tion. He was brought in as an after-din- 
ner's amu?enient; visitors asked for him ss 
the show of the place. There waa hardly 
a raaliEitioo, however, in the minds of those 
who heard him of bow deep the caoae for 
wonder lay. The planters' wivea and 
daughters of tbe neighborhood were not peo- 
ple who aroald be apt to comprehend aneie 
as a science, or use it as language; tbey only 
saw in tbe little negro, therefore, a remark- 
able facility for repeating the airs they 
drumiued on their pianos — io a different 
manner from theirs, it ia true — which be- 
wildered them. They noticed, too, that 
however the child's fingers fell on the keys, 
cadences followed, broken, wandering, yet 
of startlicg l>eauty and pathos. The house- 
aervsnts, looking io through ths open doors 
at the little black figure perahed up before 
the instrument, while uokuqwa wild bar- 
harmony drifted throogb ths eTening air, 
had a better conception of him. He was 
possessed; some ghost spoke tbroqgh bim, 
wnicu is a fair enough defiaitioa of genius 
for a Georgian slave to offer.

Tbeplsnter begsD to wonder what kind 
of a creature this was which ba bad l>ougbt, 
flesh and soul. Io what part of the unsight- 
ly baby-carcass had been stowed away these 
old sirs, forgotten by every one else. And 
sothe of them never beard by the child but I 
once, hot which be now reproduced, erery : 
note intact, aod with whatever qnirli or 
quiddity of style belonged to tbe person 
who originally bad sang or played them? — 
Stranger still, tho harmonies which he bad 
never heard, had learoed.fro|n no man; the 
sluggish breath of the old boose, being en- 
cbanlSBdjg^wiqtoq^iiaintaod delicate whims 
of music, never thai Mme, changing every 
day. Never glad: uncertain, and minors 
always, vexing tbe content of the hearer — 
one inarticulate, unanswered question of 
pain in all, making them one. Even tho 
vulgarest listener was troubled, hardly know- 
ing why, — how sad Tom's music was! At 
last the time came when the door was to bo 
opened, when some listener, mt vulgar, 
recognizing the child as God marie him, in- 
duced bis master to remove bim from the 
plaotatien. Something ought to hs done 
for bim; the world ought not to l>e cheated 
of this pleasure — l>esides, the money that 
could ba madel 80, Mr. Oliver, with a 
kindly feeling for Tom, prond, too, of Ibis' 
agreeable monster which his plaotatloo had 
grown, aod sea8il>le that it was a more fruit- 
ful source of revenue than tobacco-fields, 
seteut with tbe boy, literally to seek their 
fortune. 

Tbe first exhibit'on of him was given, I 
think, io Savannah, Georgia; thence he 
was taken to Charleston, Richmond; thence 
to all the principal eitiee and towoe hi tbe 
Southern States. 

This was in 1858. From that time nati] 
tbe present, Tom baa lived eonetantly an 
open lib. petted, feted, bis rsat talent be- 
fogged by exaggeration, and so pampered 
and coddled that one might suppose the 
only purpose was to corrupt and wear it out. 
For these ressons this sta'ement is purpose- 
ly guarded, and restrieted to plain known 
facts. 

No sooner bad Tom been brought before 
the public than ths pretensions put forward 
by his master commanded the senitiny of 
both scientifio and musical sceptics. His 
capacities were subjected to rigorous tests.— 
Fortunately forthelray: for, so tried, harsh- 
ly, it is true, yet skillfully, they net only 
bore the trial, but acknowledged the touch 
as skillful; every day new powers were de- 
veloped, until be reached his limit, l>eyond 
which it is not probable be will ever pass — 
That limit, however, establishes him as an 
anomaly in musical science. 

Physically, and in animal tempertment, 
this negro ranks next to the lowest Guinea 
typo; with strong sppetitea aod gross bodily 
health — except in one partiealar, which 
will be mentioned hereafter. In the every- 
day apparact intellect, in reason or judg- 
ment, he is but one degree above so idiot — 
incapable of comprehending the simplest 
coQversatian on oriiinary top cs — amt.sed or 
enraged with trifl-js, such as would affect a 
child of three years old. On tho othur side, 
his affdctiuns are alive, oven vehement, deli- 
cate io tbeir instinct as a dog's or an iofaot's; 
ho will dstect tbe step of any one dear to 
him, in a crowd, and will borst into tears if 
not kindly sptAen tp. 

llis memory is so aecnrate that he can re- 
peat, without the loss of a syllable, a dis- 
course of fifteen roinntes in length, of wbicb 
he does not understand a word. Sorgs, too, 
iu French or Gurtuan, after a sinclo hear- 
ing, ho renders n Dt only literally in words, 
but in notes, style and cxpressioa. His 
voice, however, :s discordant, and cf small 
compass. 

In music, this boy of twelve years old, 
born blind, utterly ignorant of a note, ignor- 
ant of every phase of so-called mnsical 
science, interprets severely deasieal com- 
posers with a clearness of eooeeption in 
which he excels, and a skill in meobsnirm 
equal to our second rate artists. His con-j 
certs usually include any themes selected 
by the audience, from the higher grades of 
Italian or Germ*n opera. His comprehen- 
sion of the meaning of music, as a prophetic 
or historical voice which few souls otter.and 
fewer understand, is clear and vivid, he 
renders it thus, with whatever mastery of 
the materisi part ba may po s ses s , logering, 
dradMtio effects, and ao forth; these are but 
means to him, not as end, as with moat 
artists. One could fancy that Tom was 
never traitor to the intent or soul of the 
theme. What God or the devil meant to 
say by this or that harmony, what tho soul 
of one man cried alomi to another io it, this 
boy knows, and is to that 2 faithful witness. 
His deaf uninstructed soul has never been 
tampered with by art-critics wlio ki:ow the 
l>ody well eoough of music, but nothing of 
the livJog ereatore within.- The world is 
fuU of these valgar soak that pal tec with 
eternal Nature and the eternal Arte, blind to 
Word who dwells among as therein. Tom, 
or the demon in Tom, is not one of them. 

With regard to his commaod of the in- 
strument, two points have been especially 
noted by musicians: the unusual frequency 1 
of occurrence of tours de force in his playing, j 
aod the scientifi.} precision of bis r.iaonercf 
tcneb. For example, in s progression of 
aagmentad chords, his mode of fiugering is 
invariably tbat.uf thaaebools: not thst wbicb 
would seem most natural to a lilind. child, 
never taught to pisce a fioger. Even when 
seated with his "liack to the piano." and 
made to play in that poeitioo (a favorite feat 
in his coDcertsj, tbe tonoh ia alassja iMten'. 
tifically accurate. 

Tbe pecoliar power which Tom possesses, 
however, ia one which requiree Bo scienrifio 
kaowledgs of music in hia aadienoselo ap- 
p r ee i a t e. f taesd at the inetrauabt with 
any mosieiM. he plays « perfiset best ae- 
oompaniment to the treble of music heard 
for the first tirne as As piays. Thoi, taking 
tbe seat vacated by tbe other per'ormer, ha 
iostaotly gives the entire pieee intaol in 
jwiHtoaw and 



misplaced. Tbe selections of musio by 
which this power of Tom tested, two years 
ago, were sometimes fourteen and sixteen 
pages in lenoth: on one occasion, at an exhi- 
bition at the White Honse, after a long coc> 
cert, be was tried writh two pieces— one 
thirteen, the oth^f tW^Pllly :P'WN Uws-H^ad 
wu snbc^ssfql. 

W* kno#^ BO perallbl iiase io this io 
mnsical history . Orftatt tells hs, as ona of 
the most remai^able maoifeatationa of Mo- 
zart's infant geniqa, that at the a^e of nine 
he was required to give an accompaniment 
to an aria which he h^d never heard before, 
and without notes. There were falsa ac- 
cords in tho attempt, he acknowledged; but 
the second was pure. When tbe music to 
which Tom plays secondo is strictly classical, 
he sometimes balks for an iostant in pass- 
sge^:tode otherwise woaldargae acreative 
power equa) to that of the matteirrcom posers; 
bat when any chordapt harmony rans tbrnogb 
it (on which the glowing; negro sool can 
seize, yoa know), tVere iire no "false ac- 
cords," as with the infant Mozart. I wish 
to call especial attention to this power of tbe 
boy, not only because it is, so far as I know, 
unmatched in the development of any mu- | 
sical talent, but hijcaUso considered in the | 
contest of his entire intellectual structure, it ; 
involves a curious problem. The mere repe- 
tition of music heard but once, even when, 
as in Tom's case, it is given with aach in- 
credible fidelity, and after tho lapse of years, 
demands only a command of mechanical 
skill, and an al»normal condition of the power 
of memory; but to play secondo to music 
never be)|rd or seen, infers the comprehen- 
sfbnibf'thVYhT) drift of the symphony io ita 
cnrrent — a capacitv to create, in short. Yet 
such attempts as Tom has made to dictate 
music for publication do not sustain any such 
inference. They are only a few light 
marches, galops, and the like, simple and 
plaintive enough, bat witti easily de- 
tected traces of remembered harmonies. — 
Very different from the strange, weird im- 
provisations of every day; one would fancy 
that tbe mere attempt to bring tbismysteri- 
ous genius, within him in b^lj presence 
before the outer world, woke. too,tlie idiotic 
nature to otter ita reproaAful, unable cry. 
Nor is this tbe only l>arby which poor Tom's 
sou! is put in mind of its foul prison. After 
any too prolonged efibrt, such as those I 
have alluded to, his whole bodily frame 
gives way, and a complete exhaustion ef 
tho brain follows, accompanied with, epi- 
leptifl apatms. The trial at the -White 
Hoase, mentioned before, was successful, 
but was followed by days of illness. 

Being a slave, Tom never was taken into 
a Free State; for the same reason his master 
refused advantageQos offers from European 
managers. "The highest points North in 
which bis concerts were given, were Balti- 
more and the Upper Virginia towns. I 
heard him sometime in 1860. He remained 
a week or two in the town, playing every 
n-ght. Tbe concerts were unique enough. 
They were given in s great barn of a room, 
gaudy with hot soot, stained frescoes, chan- 
deliers, and walls splotched with gilt. Tbe 
audience was large, always; soch ss a pro- 
vincial towns affords. Not the purest bench 
of mnsical criticism before wbicb to bring 
poor Tom! Beaux and belles, sifiings of old 
country families, whose grandfathers trapped 
and traded and married with the Indians — 
the savage thickening of whose blood told 
it«e1f in high cheek-bones, flashing jewelry, 
champagne-bibbing, a comprehension ot tho 
tom-tom musio of scbottisches and polkas; 
money-made men and their wives cooped 
up by respectability, taking concerts when 
they were given in town, taking the White 
Salphor or'Gape May in summer, taking 
iMof for dinner, taking the pork- trade tn 
winter — tout la vie en programme; the debris 
of a town, the roughs, tbe boys, school- 
children. The stage was broad, planked, 
with a drop-curtain behind — subject, the 
Doge marrying the sea, I believe — in front, 
a piano and chair. Presently Mr. Oliver, a 
well natnred looking man (one thought of 
that), came forward, leading and coaxing 
along a little black Iwy, dressed in white 
linen, a Ihtle black boy aomewhat fat a'od 
stubborn in build. Tom was not in a good 
humor that night; ths evening before be bad 
refused to play altogether; so his nriaster 
perspired anxiously before he coald got him 
placed in rule before tho audience, and re- 
peat bis own little spaech, which So.unded 
like a Georgia after-diooer gossip. Ttie 
boy's head, as I said, rested on his back, bis 
mouth wide open constantly; his great blub 
l>er lips and shining teotb, therefore, were 
all you saw when be faced you. He re- 
quired to be petted and bought, like any 
other weak-minded child. Tiw (feacest was 
a mixture of musiiv whining, ooaking, and 
promised candy and' Cake. 

He seated himself at last before piano, a 
full half-yard distant, stretching out bis 
arms full length, like an ape clawing for 
food; his feet, when not on the pedals, twist- i 
ing incessantly, ho answering some joke of 
his -master's with a load "Yba! yha!" ' 
Nothing indexes the brain like tbe laugh; { 
this was idiotie. "Now, Tom, boy, some- 
tbing wo like from Yerdi.'* The bead fell 
further back, the ciawa began to work, and 
those of the compoBei*s bsrraonies which 
yon would have choseoVas the purest ex- 
ponents of passion b«san to float through the 
room; Selections of Weber, Beethoven,|atid 
others whom I have forgotten, followed. — 
At tho close of each piece, Tom, without 
waiting for tbe audience, would applaud 
himself violently, kicking,- pcuading his 
bands together, tarniog always to his master 
for the approving pat on tbe bead. Songs, 
recitations such as I. have described, filled 
up tbe first part of the evening; then a mn- 
sician from the aodiebctf^ went uponthortaga 
to put tbe boy's powers to tbe final Iwdi 
Songs aod intricate symphonies were given, 
which it waa most improbable the boy coald 
ever have heard; he remaiued atandlog, ut- 
terly motionless, until they were floished, 
and for a moment or two after; then, seating 
himself, gave them without tbe break of a 
note. Others followed, more difflcult. In 
which be played the bsas aocompauimoot in 
the maaner I have described, repeating in- 
stanrtrthe tf^e. The bhUd looked doll

Among the killed in Gen. Gregg's com- 
mand is Major C. H. Taggard, Second Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry, formerly of Gen. Kilpat- 
rick'a ataff. Maj. Taggart was ahot through 
the knee, which waa ao badly ahaitered as 
to render amputation necessary; death en- 
sued a short time after the operation was 
performed. The deceased formerly resided 
in Philadelphia. lie was cooai(forad the 
best swordsman in the army.
